IN HIS TESTIMONY BEFORE THE SENATE GOVERNMENT OPERATIONS 
COMMITTEE -- MISTER LILIENTHAL WARNED THAT PROLIFERATION OF 
THE CAPABILITY TO PRODUCE NUCLEAR YEAPONS HAS REACHED 
TERRIFYING PROPORTIONS. 

BUT THE QUESTION REMAINS -- WOULD AN EXPORT EMBARGO BY
